In response to the Mayor’s suggestion, the 
Board of Trustees decided it was necessary to 
study all of the options available to the 
Academy and established two committees: the 
Site Committee and the Golden Gate Park 
Issues and Opportunities Committee. 

The Site Committee is determining which 
sites in San Francisco could accommodate the 
Academy’s needs with regard to feasibility, size, 
parking, public transportation, pedestrian 
access and cost. The Park Committee is 
exploring the issues associated with the 
Academy remaining in the Park such as the 
condition of the Academy’s physical plant, the 
problems associated with access and the need 
for expansion of collections, research and 
exhibit halls. 

These committees have already given 
countless hours towards this important project. 
I personally am grateful for their dedication to 
devising the best possible scenario for the 
Academy’s future. You should know that the 
Board is being extremely thoughtful and 
thorough in assessing the Academy’s future. 

We appreciate the public’s views and the 
input we have received on all sides of the 
issue. It is heartening to know that so many 
Academy members, San Franciscans, Bay Area 
residents and other concerned individuals are 
following our future with so much interest. 

The Board will share their decision with 
you as soon as they are able to do so. Until 
then, thank you for your continuing support.

or 13 years, the California Academy of Sciences’ Education 

Department has presented BioForum, a series of day-long 

seminars that enable high school biology teachers to learn 
about the latest in biology research from those who are actually 
conducting the research, in a format developed specifically for the 
teachers. BioForum is unique in that its very purpose is to afford 
teachers the opportunity to interact with scientists and utilize 
up-to-date scientific information in their classrooms. 

In 1996, however, the Academy’s Education Department 
received an extraordinary gift of $25,000 from the Genentech 
corporation to make BioForum bigger and better. As the enhanced 
format for BioForum was, being planned, Dr. Sam Taylor, Chairman 
and Curator of the Education Department, began to discuss with 
Genentech how the outcomes of the BioForum seminars could be 
posted on the Internet to better serve educators and students, not 
only around the country but around the world. 

Enter Access Excellence, a program sponsored by Genentech 
that connects science teachers and the Internet in an effort to 
increase teachers’ access to scientific information. 

Combine Taylor’s idea to put BioForum information on the 
Internet, with Access Excellence’s commitment to science education 
and knowledge of the Internet and you have the new BioForum

Endangered Species of North America 
Currently Open 


Since the Endangered Species Act was passed 
in 1973, more than 300 species in the United 
States under consideration for listing are 
known to have gone extinct. This shocking 
statistic prompted former Academy photogra- 
phers Susan Middleton and David Liittschwager 
to undertake an ambitious effort in 1989 to 
document 100 threatened and endangered 
species of North America. The result is a series 
of compelling images in a major photographic 
exhibition accompanied by a large-format book. 

The exhibit links art, science and educa- 
tion in a display of color dye-transfer prints 
and black and white photographs of North 
American plants and animals. Each subject is 
photographed against a plain black, white or 
grey background that accentuates its complex- 
ity and beauty to create a personalized 
encounter. 

The exhibit as a whole provides a 
foundation of knowledge for encouraging 
personal responsibility, and delivers a power- 
ful message of hope about federally listed 
endangered species, biodiversity and habitat 


preservation.

Academy collection nears 2 million 


he Academy’s Department of Botany seeks to describe 

and understand plant biodiversity and evolution on a 

worldwide basis. The department is led by Senior 
Curator and McAllister Chair Dr. Frank Almeda, and includes 
three full-time curators and a collections manager. The dried 
plant specimens that comprise the department’s herbarium 
total close to two million, and the collection is ranked sixth 
in size in the United States. 

Much of Botany’s field work takes place in the New 
World Tropics (e.g. Mexico and Central and South America). 
However, the research division’s upcoming multidisciplinary 
studies in Madagascar and China will provide our botanists 
with an opportunity to gain even more global and historical 
perspectives of the world’s flora. 

Studying the diversity of plant life in tropical regions is 
an important undertaking for Academy scientists for several 
reasons. Most of the plant species on Earth occur in the 
tropics. Research facilities and scientific resources are scarce 
in those areas, and Academy scientists have a great deal to 
offer in the way of expertise amid the enormous biological 
diversity. Moreover, it is important to understand the connec- 
tions between many of the species here in California and

component to earthquake preparedness in the Bay Area 
and nationwide. 

The exhibit teaches visitors the fundamentals of what 
an earthquake is and why it occurs. Highlights include a 
3-D Earthquake Preparedness Computer Interactive that takes 
place inside a San Francisco Victorian, a Convection Tank 
that gives a liquid demonstration of heat movement within 
the earth, and Liquifaction, which shows why those houses 
in the Marina sank in ‘89. 

This is certainly one of the most anticipated exhibits in 
Academy history.

The Department 
of Botany has also 
made significant contributions to the study of local plant life. 
Recently, Dr. Almeda and Curator of Botany Dr. Tom Daniel 
participated in the production of California’s Wild Gardens. 
This full-color book groups areas of the state into “bioregions” 
and looks at the plants in the various ecosystems in our state. 
Other studies of local interest currently in preparation by the 
department include an account of the plant life in Modoc 
County, California, and revisions of Marin Flora and 
A Flora of San Francisco. 

Assistant Curator Dr. Peter Fritsch is the newest addition 
to the Botany team. He spends a good deal of time in the 
Osher Molecular Laboratory, where he conducts research on 
the storax family. Collections Manager Dr. Bruce Bartholomew 
continues his collecting and editorial activities associated with 
the series, Flora of China.

What made humanity? What was 
the key innovation that brought 
about the separation of human 
lineage from that of other apes? 
It is now widely accepted that 
habitual bipedal locomotion was 
that very innovation. All other 
signal characteristics of humans, 
including their very large brains, 
extreme manual dexterity, 
sophisticated tool-making

abilities and so on, evolved after 
habitual bipedalism was estab- 
lished. Despite the critical importance of bipedalism in 
human evolution, much controversy remains over why and 
how it evolved. 

Humans are often mistakenly believed to be the descen- 
dants of “killer apes”. In her lecture, Dr. Jablonski will present 
evidence to demonstrate that this is far from the case, and 
that the very root of humanity—bipedalism—evolved as a 
means to mitigate aggression and avoid physically injurious 
confrontation. Dr. Jablonski will review current explanations 
for the evolution of bipedalism, and will describe in detail the 
theory that habitual bipedalism in ancestral humans evolved 
out of bipedal behaviors that were used to maintain social 
order and resolve disputes between individuals.

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Benjamin Dean Lectures 


The Spring 1998 Benjamin Dean Lecture Series is taking us on 
an armchair tour of the “new” solar system. Having visited the 
outermost part of our solar system in January, we will duck 
back into the inner solar system to look at Venus in February, 
then travel out to Jupiter in March. 


Venus: 
A Geological Tour of Earth’s’ Sister Planet 


with Dr. Steve Saunders, 
Jet Propulsion Laboratory Geologist 


This false-color Magellan image shows the volcano Sapas Mons. The 
area shown is approximately 650 kilometers (400 miles) on a side. 


Historically, Venus had been considered a comparable planet 
to our own Earth. Long known to be nearly the same size 
and density as Earth and to have an extensive atmosphere, 
earlier astronomers conjectured many similarities between the 
two planets, including the possibility of Earth-like life on 
Venus. But spacecraft exploration has shattered that image. 
Venus’s carbon dioxide atmosphere is now known to make 
its surface inhospitable to any potential life. 

During its four year mission, the Magellan spacecraft 
collected 120m resolution images of nearly the entire planet, 
providing extensive data on the small scale topography. 
Altimeter mapping has given scientists detailed information 
about global topography, roughness, and radio properties. 
The results of the Magellan mission to Venus have revealed a 
surface surprisingly crisscrossed with cracks. These “tessera” 
are perhaps scars of an era of planet-wide deformation when 
tectonic forces reshaped the planet. Later lava flows filling in 
these cracks hint at a violent history of planet resurfacing. 
Spider-like features, arachnids, show raised rims surrounding 


central depressions. Impact craters dot the landscape along 
with large mountain ranges and raised “continents”. 

Venus provides us with a natural laboratory to study 
ongoing planetary evolution, with insights to the possible 
future of the planet Earth. In his talk, Dr. Steve Saunders of 
the Jet Propulsion Laboratory in Pasadena will present the 
findings about Venus, and explore what this may mean for 
our own planet in the future.

Galileo’s Exciting Mission to Jupiter: 


Some Results and Analysis 
as the Prime Mission Comes to a Close 


with Dr. Claudia Alexander 


The Galileo Mission to Jupiter began on December 7, 1995. 
It has been continuously exploring the satellites, general 
environment, magnetosphere and dynamic atmosphere of 
our solar system’s largest planet. After almost two years in 
orbit, the Galileo spacecraft is rewriting the book on Jupiter, 
icy moons in general and the solar system itself. 

Jet Propulsion Laboratory scientist Dr. Claudia Alexander 
will review some of the major discoveries of the mission. As 
coordinator of the Plasma Wave Instrument and the Plasma 
Science Instrument, she is exploring the magnetosphere and 
possible atmosphere on the moon Ganymede. Their discovery 
implies late and continued evolution of the inner three 
Galilean satellites. 

Other exciting results to be discussed include evidence 
of a liquid ocean beneath the icy crust of the moon Europa, 
which has engineers busy designing ways to drill through icy 
sheets during planned follow-up missions. A slumping of the 
topmost layer of the otherwise pristine moon Callisto suggests 
the presence of a coating of unknown origin. Visible aurora 
on Jupiter itsef as well as measurements of the chemical 
constituents and details of the Jovian environment are giving 
new insights into the coupling between satellites, their 
atmospheres and planetary magnetospheres.

website. “We recognize and value the power 
inherent in partnerships, and we realize we can 
further our mission and reach other audiences 
through successful partnerships such as this 
one,” said Taylor. “We want to increase the 
dissemination of the information we have by 
electronic means simply because we can reach 
so many people. No one knows more about 
science teachers and the Internet than Access 
Excellence, so who better to develop this 
website than Access Excellence?” 

The Academy conceived of BioForum for 
teachers just as Genentech created Access 
Excellence for teachers. Not surprisingly, then, 
when the Academy went to Genentech for 
BioForum funding, Access Excellence personnel 
already knew about the Academy and BioForum 
as they had been attending for years. Vivian Lee 
Ward, Program Manager of Access Excellence 
believes this partnership is a natural one.
